Drinking and dancing 
have not mixed \vithout trouble, even from 
the early days, and the brand of booze tho 
young sheiks are imbibing now is not con- 
ducive altogether to peace and good will. 


Proprietors of dance halls should, not op- 


pose the order; they should fall in line and 
co-operate for at best they are engaged iu 
•what many please to term a hazardous 
business—for those who attend. This Is 
one sort of regulation the public will 
stamp with approval and the action of offi- 
cials undoubtedly will have a restraining 
influence on places where there is a tend- 
ency toward rowdyism and the presence of 
officers at even the most elite of the public 
dancing halls will not detract from the pop- 
ularity of the places.

Paying Pensions 


Few persons ever give thought to the 


vast sums that Uncle Sam pays to veterans 
of wars in the form of pensions. It's a theme 
that the average person doesn't care to 
think about, since worrying about it won't 
cut down the total. 


Since 1790 there has been paid to veter- 


ans of all wars save the World War, $6,838,- 
182,860. Of this total $6,427,106,586 was 
on account of the Civil War. For the War 
of the Revolution the government has paid 
$70,000,000 in pensions; for the war with 
Mexico, 
$56,545,364; 
war 
with 
Spain, 


$126,673,359. Pensions paid Indian fight- 
ers and their widows amounted to $25,640,- 
832, and for the War of 1812, $46,145,923. 


However, startling as these figures 
ap- 


pear, they represent only a small part of 
the cost of the conflicts mentioned. Jf one 
reckons the cost of liberty in dollars and 
cents, it is expensive, but it is cheap to 
measure the nation's gratitude by the total 
of $6,838,182,860, which covers the Repub- 
lic's pension bill for 134 years. 


It is also true that quite often more fuss 


Is made over the pajtnent of pensions to 
men who fought for, and won all we have, 
than is justified by the circumstances. 


Those who are inclined to worry about 


the payment of pensions, should also re- 
member that the bill Is 
divided 
among 


110 millions of "people, and that nobody is 
hurt seriously, financially.

St. Marys Gas Field 


Exhausted 


L 


IMA experienced its first gas shortage when* due to the wasteful 


"Mixer Rate" mentioned yesterday, the St. Marys gas field be- 


gan giving out. 
» 


This promising field was of service for a period of only eight years. 


What had appeared as a source of supply that would be practically in- 
exhaustible was being drained and die gas fires in this city'failed to 
bum as brightly as before. 


When the St. Marys field started to show signs of giving out, the 


company opened negotiations for a new supply of natural gas. A 
vast acreage in what was known as the Red Key field in Indiana was 
obtained and in this field the company drilled and had in operation 
250 wells. The first gas from this field was transmitted to Luna in 
1895. 


On invitation of the company, a party of 40 men, made up of city 


officials and interested citizens, visited the Red Key field on Novem- 
ber 11, 1898. There they found a pump station, built in four sec- 
tion*, the boilers and pumps being devided so that in case of a break- 
down operations would not be entirely suspended. Five pumps were 
in operation. Charts showed that gas was being received at 80 pounds 
pressure at the pumps and discharged into the mains at 300 pounds 
pressure. 


The boilers were capable of developing 3,700 horsepower, nor* 


mally, but in emergency could develop 5,000 horsepower. At the 
time of this inspection J. D. S. Neely, who was then general manager 
of the company, announced that the company was paying $20,000 in 
rentals on territory yet to be developed. 


But like the St. Marys field, the Red Key field started to show signs 


of weakening. Conditions became unsatisfactory. Pressure and vol- 
ume rapidly diminished. Then in 1902, realizing that steps must be 
taken toward conservation, the company appealed to its patrons for 
more economical appliances and abandonment of the wasteful "Mixer 
System." It had drained one field and had so weakened another that 
the truth began to dawn—NATURAL GAS WAS NOT INEX- 
HAUSTIBLE. 


The company proposed the installation of meters as a step toward 


saving the gas supply, but this protective measure came too late to 
wye the Red Key field. 


Tomorrow we shall tell you of the adoption of meters in Lima and 


the big jump to another gas field to provide fuel for this city.
